I satu to-day be little more than a scrivener. I 
have before me two such interesting articles that I 
am persuaded I can do nothing more agreeable to 
you than to put on the humble costume of the 
translator. The first temptation to which I yielded 
is a description of Madame George Sand’s domestic 
life, and as you probably have quite as much of 
Eve’s blood in your veins as I have, may be you 
will share my pleasure in peeping through the key- 
hole of Nohant :— 

‘““Nohant is an immense place, what is called a 
chateau in the provinces. The house is spacious, 
comfortable, and of pleasing simplicity. In stroll- 
ing about the passages, you may stumble on the 
bust of Maurice de Saxe, an ancestor of Mme. Sand. 
She rarely lives alone at Nohant. Guests succeed 
One another, and we may instance more than one 
dramatic author, more than one literary man, who 
in its quiet life wrote a play or a whole work. 
Life there is independence itself. Each person 
may live alone if he so please. At an appointed 
hour the bell calls to the dining-room the scattered 
guests. It seems that some mysterious house- 
keeper has so organized the domestic economy of 
the household, that each may see his wishes gratified 
without effort and without thought. This foresight, 
and the ingenious affection of those around her, 
enable the eminent authoress to pass through life 
unwounded by the angles of reality. Leading a 
purely metaphysical life, she is not constantly 
obliged to sink from the heights where her thoughts 
soar, to superintend the machinery of everyday life.* 
As soon as Mme. Sand’s guest is lodged at Nohant, 
he becomes an abstraction for the domestics, Just 
as insome charitable asylum the pensioner becomes 
a number. A box plaved in the entrance-hall is 
destined to receive all communications which dis- 
pense the guest from all relations with the domes- 
tics. This letter-box is divided into two compart- 
ments: one for the foreign, and the other for the 
domestic correspondence. Here, for instance, is the 
tenor of the notes placed in the latter compartment: 
“M,. Alex. Dumas, jr.,wishes to make an early excur- 
sion, and would breakfast before he goes out.” “ M. 
Theophile Gautier would call attention to the fall of 
the thermometer; he begins to shiverin bed.” The 
next morning, at the appointed time, M. Alex. 
Dumas, jr.’s breakfast is ready. The next even- 
ing the bed of the chilly M. Theophile Gautier 
has a winter édredon (a huge, square bag filled with | 
eider-duck down: it is as light as air, and very 
warm; huge as it appears, it may be compressed 
into one’s hand). All the guests know that Mme. 
Sand likes to retain the most perfect independence. 
It is rare that glimpses are not caught of her pass- 
ing along an alley, watching a butterfly on a flower 
(for she is fond of entomology), gramineous or 
cryptogamous piants, or talking with her gardener. 
She makes her appearance at dinner-time, remains 
with her guests a portion of the evening, and some- | 


times reads them a few pages she has written. The} 
eminent writer who depicts those well-known, ad- 
mirable landscapes, the author who has the grandest 
style of the present day cannot but be an exquisite 
reader. Let us say, by the way, that the celebrated 
readers of our day are, first and foremost, M. Jules | 
Paton, the banker and the writer of the ‘money 
article’ in the ‘Journal des Débats;’ he is often | 
begged to read a new play to the actors of the French | 
comedy ; M. Charles Edmond (Coyeski), the author 
of ‘L’Africaine’ and ‘Le Voyage dans les Mers | 
Polaires’ (with Prince Napoleon), and who is, if I}

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am not mistaken, the reader of the French comedy; 
M. Dennery, who plays, mimes, laughs, and weeps 
the pieces he presents to actors, and sometimes ob. 
tains at this reading more success than his drama 
obtains at performance ; and, lastly, excellent Lam- 
bert Thiboust, who is so full of gaiety, dash, nerve 
and sensibility, that he makes his work living and 
palpable for them who hear it.* Mme. Sand says 
with somewhat exaggerated earnestness, that she 
follows conversation with great difficulty, and that 
she is awkward at that particular fence which is 
called esprit. Méry, Dumas, jr., or Theophile Gan- 
tier, three admirable talkers (M. Dumas, jr., hag 
become a little more concentrated, and has grown 
a little averse from conversation), would make her 
giddy. She willingly leaves all the conversation 
to those around her. It makes one modest for life 
to have heard Mme. Sand say: ‘ Believe my word, 
I am downright stupid, and I cannot talk.’ Con- 
versation at Nohant is not, therefore, so brilliant ag 
one might think. The games played there are in- 
nocent; charades and bouts-rimés are in great 
honor. Like all artists whose intellectual facul- 
ties are in a state of great tension during the hour 
of labor, the hosts and guests of Nohant cultivate 
infantine and ingenuous games, which recreate the 
mind after its grave conceptions. . A painter made 
there, one day, a quatrain, which has remained 
celebrated on these four rhymes, chambre, noiz, am- 
bre, and choix. I will repeat it to you when map- 
ners change, and Rabelais is accepted in everyday 
life. Mme. Sand has retained the habit of working 
at night, and she has never failed to perform the 
task she has allotted herself. She is incredibly 
methodical in her labor, and although she has 
written a great many works, she must have given 
a great deal of time to the polish of her produc- 
tions, or she would have brought out a great many 
more with that assiduity of labor which has been 
her rule of life since she wrote ‘Indiana.’ I do 
not know whether, at the period when she wrote 
‘Valentine,’ ‘Lelia,’ and the admirable series of 
rural novels, she knew the excitement of labor, the 
tyranny of ideas, and that fever which genius alone 
But at present 
this eminent writer has managed to maste? ideas as 
well as phrases. Thought, with her, is a broad 
stream, which flows peaceably between its banks; 
she suspends or moderates the current at will, and 
knows neither the rebellions nor the lethargies of 
thought. At an appointed hour she sits down at 
her writing-desk, and there she is found when the 
first beams of morning blench the horizon. Faith- 
ful to her task, she never makes any concessions, 
and even were she to have ended a novel, she 
addresses herself to some other labor if the hour 
of ‘retiring has not been struck by the clock. This 
love of method is exhibited in everything about 
her. She has never burnt a paper, a letter, a com- 
munication, or any fragment whatsoever. Every- 
body has his special pigeon-hole, and if in conver- 
sation the name of somebody with whom she has 


| been in commerce of letters is mentioned, she may 


be referring to her archives and her books to find the 
traces and the causes of this ephemeral relation. I 
ought not to speak here of the charity of the illus- 
trious writer; but Mme. Sand does not read us, and 
cannot know that we reveal her kind heart and be- 
tray the benefactions which she herself has for- 
gotten. She is a woman of princely generosity, and 
beneficence is a matter of conviction with her. One 
day a traveller went from Chinon to Nohant on 
business connected with some government matters.

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1 believe he went to see about a poor head of a 
family whose son had drawn an unlucky number 
in the lottery of conscription, and Mme. Sand wished 
to exonerate from military service the young man, 
who was the support of the family. The public 
functionary wished to confer with Mme. Sand about 
the formalities relating to this exoneration. He 
was in a cabriolet on his way to Nohant, when he 
met a young woman habited in black, who was 
coing the same journey on foot. He invited her to 
take a seat in his carriage. He soon discovered 
that she was a dramatic artist. Her company was 
about to give a performance at Chinon, and she was 
sent to solicit Mme. Sand’s patronage. An hour 
after the cabriolet reached Nohant, the young man 
was definitively liberated from military service, and 
Mme. Sand headed a subscription list to the thea- 
trival performance with 200f. All this was done 
with dignity, simplicity, quietly, and without osten- 
tation. The private theatre at Nohant is of very 
restricted dimensions; but it is provided with ad- 
mirable machinery, and effects are obtained there 
which are carried to the most delicate minutiz. 
Amateur machinists, gentlemen moving in good 
society, have devoted their attention to the study 
of ingenious machines which enable them to make 
the illusion perfect. The reader of the Theatre de 
Nohant, who reads in the directions placed in the 
rubric of the scenes: ‘The wind is heard whistling 
through the doors; a gust enters the chimney, and 
blows the ashes from the hearth. A stone falls 
from the wall and rolls to the actor’s feet ; etc. etc. 
etc.,’ may be astonished at such minute directions. 
But at Nohant the effect indicated is really attained. 
There they have discovered a way of graduating the 
wind, rain, sighs of ghosts, and the murmurs of 
water. The rumbling of a carriage there is not 
that grotesque noise to which we are accustomed 
even in our imperial theatres—it is the noisé itself 
carried to illusion. I forget in what piece a pistol 
fired at one of the characters missed its mark, and 
the ball lodged in the panel of a door in front of the 
spectator. 
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by some skilful delver in the dust which listless 
centuries have accumulated in Moslem libraries. 
I must beg permission to return again to the sub- 
ject, which I look upon as so important that I 
think it ought constantly to be kept before the eyes 
of literary men. I would lay before you the fol- 
lowing extract from a recent letter of the “ Times’s”’

For more than two hundred years all trace of 
this library had disappeared ; but a few years since 
a hope was confidently suggested that a considera- 
ble portion of it would be found in the library of 
the old Seraglio at Constantinople, which was be- 
lieved to contain spoils of more than one library of 
the West. Several attempts have been made of 
late years to examine the MSS. of the Seraglio 
library, but opportunities afforded, after much soli- 
citation, to former visitors, as Dr. Mordtmann (who .

The rest will speedily be completed, and its publi- 
cation at Pesth may be expected before the end of 
the season. Without entering into the details of 
this interesting report, it will be enough to state 
that Dr. Déthier finds the total number of Greek 
and Latin MSS. in the Sultan's library to be 96. 
Of these only 16 can with certainty be pronounced, 
from intrinsic evidence, to be Corvinian, Of the 
remaining 8U, some (although without any external 
marks of the Corvinian Library) may possibly have 
belonged to it. But the larger proportion appears 
certainly not to be Corvinian, and may fairly be 
believed to have come from the spoil of Trebizonde, 
or even of the later Turkish forays in Italy and 
elsewhere. One MS. bears the name and arms of 
the celebrated Lodovico Sforza, Duke of Milan. Of 
the 16 Corvinian MSS. not one contains anything un- 
edited. They all belong to that class of codices 
which Corvinus is known to have spared no pains 
and no cost in collecting or procuring, and of which 
I have seen a few other specimens at Pesth, Vienna,

At the same time 
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it is plain that careful copies of these and other 
similar works, made at that period by the scholars 
whom Corvinus is known to have patronized, must 
possess considerable critical value, and may pos- 
sibly deserve for critical purposes a minute exam- 
ination. Among the non-Corvinian codices there 
are a few which appear to be, at least in part, un- 
published, especially some ancient scholiasts of 
Aristotle, but in default of the opportunity here of 
referring to any considerable library, it is impossi- 
ble to speak with certainty. One work of more 
modern interest is certainly unpublished, and would 
form a most welcome complement of the series of 
Byzantine writers, being an account of an eye-wit- 
ness of the events of the reign of Mahomet the 
Great, of the capt»re of Constantinople and, ina 
word, of all the exciting scenes of the last seven- 
teen years of that long and eventful history. The 
MS. is a beautiful one. Dr. Déthier kindly per- 
mitted me to look through his transcript of it. ‘lhe 
language is singularly classical and correct for the 
time.” 

The Annual Meeting of the French Institute heard 
M. Egger read an essay on Greek History at the 
epoch of the fall of Constantinople; and in the 
course of it he mentioned the writings of a native 
of Rhodes, one Georgillas, two of whose works have 
recently been published in England ; the other work 
(he has left three works which have reached us) is 
not published. I feel a little apprehension that the 
work which Dr. Déthier has discovered may prove 
nothing but the rare and worthless work we have 
from Georgillas. It is to be regretted that Dr. Dé- 
thier did not turn his attention to the Library of 
St. Sophia, where, one of the very last Turkish 
travellers* tells us, there are to be found “a genu- 
ine Christian Gospel,” and many Arabic, Turkish, 
and Persian translations of Greek and Roman au- 
thors. It makes one’s blood tingle to think there 
may be, within a few hours’ sail of us, a lost bouk of 
Livy, or of Tacitus, or a Latin tragedy.

new revised and illustrated edition of Webster’s 
Unabridged Dictionary in 1840 pages. royal quarto. 


Apart from the superior intrinsic merit of this | 
edition, the facts connected with its preparation | 


constitute an interesting chapter in literary history. 
The connection of the Messrs. Merriam with the work 
began with the third edition, of 1847, 
revised and prepared by Professor Goodrich, with 
the assistance of other competent hands. Imme- 
diately upon its publication, arrangements were 


made by which he became the permanent editor of | 


the work. He began at once to collect materials, 
receive suggestions, and enter upon investigations 
with reference to a future revision. This labor he 
continued for twelve or thirteen years, down to the 
period of his lamented death, in 1860. 
terials thus collected had assumed such propor- 
tions, that it was thought desirable to present them 
to the public, with other new matter, in connection 
with the work as previously published.

70,000 to 80,000 words; the editions of 1840 and 
1>47 added several thousand more; the “ Pictorial 
Edition” of 1859 added from 9.000 to 10,000 new 
words and meanings in its appendix, making in all 
in that edition 99,798 words; the present revision 
contains upwards of 114,000, being, as is stated, about 
10,000 more than are found in any other existing 
Dictionar y of the language. The definitions of the 
old words of Webster, no less than of the 30,000 new 

words, have rece sived. close scrutiny,and new mean- 
ings and shades of meaning have been noted. The 
order of the definitions has also been modified in 
some instances, so as to conform to the general plan 
of presenting first the literal, then the derivative, 
then the figurative meanings. Fulness has been 
given to the definition of terms connected with 
Law, Medicine, Natural Science, Military Studies, 
etc., as these were all progressive branches. The 
illustrative citations from standard authors have 
also been greatly increased. This branch of the 
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work has been rendered more perfect by a division 
of labor: thus Captain Craighill, lately of West 
Point, took charge of Military Words and Terms; 
Hon. J. C. Perkins revised the Legal Terms; Pro- 
fessor J. D. Dana has treated the terms in Geology, 
Mineralogy, Natural History, etc.; Prof. R. C. Stiles 
had charge of the Medical department; A. L. Hol- 
ley, Esq., corrected the words in Mechanics and En- 
gineering; and Dr. Lowell Mason and John L.

UNDERSELLING.—As a practical illustration of the 
evils and tendencies of underselling, against which 
we and our correspondents have several times 
earnestly protested, we may advert to a circular 
just issued by Mr. Leypoldt to the Philadelphia 
members of the book trade. The writer says, in 
alluding to his former remonstrances against the 
system: “I will lose no more time in repeating 
arguments familiar to every honest business man, 
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it is plain that careful copies of these and other 
similar works, made at that period by the scholars 
whom Corvinus is known to have patronized, must 
possess considerable critical value, and may pos- 
sibly deserve for critical purposes a minute exam- 
ination. Among the non-Corvinian codices there 
are a few which appear to be, at least in part, un- 
published, especially some ancient scholiasts of 
Aristotle, but in default of the opportunity here of 
referring to any considerable library, it is impossi- 
ble to speak with certainty. One work of more 
modern interest is certainly unpublished, and would 
form a most welcome complement of the series of 
Byzantine writers, being an account of an eye-wit- 
ness of the events of the reign of Mahomet the 
Great, of the captvre of Constantinople and, ina 
word, of all the exciting scenes of the last seven- 
teen years of that long and eventful history. The 
MS. is a beautiful one. Dr. Déthier kindly per- 
mitted me to look through his transcript of it. ‘Ihe 
language is singularly classical and correct for the 
time.” 

The Annual Meeting of the French Institute heard 
M. Egger read an essay on Greek History at the 
epoch of the fall of Constantinople; and in the 
course of it he mentioned the writings of a native 
of Rhodes, one Georgillas, two of whose works have 
recently been published in England ; the other work 
(he has left three works which have reached us) is 
not published. I feel a little apprehension that the 
work which Dr. Déthier has discovered may prove 
nothing but the rare and worthless work we have 
from Georgillas.

thors. It makes one’s blood tingle to think there 
may be, within a few hours’ sail of us, a lust bouk of 
Livy, or of Tacitus, or a Latin tragedy. 

A most impudent cheat has been put upon the 
public. A fellow advertised in all the papers that 
he bad an infallible receipt to attain long life, which 
he was willing to communicate to anyboly who 
would send him twenty-five cents in postage stamps. 
Everybody past fifty, and almost everybody of wealth 
sent him the required sum of money, and received 
in return this method of longevity: “ Get your- 
self elected a member of the French Academy. All 
members attain great age: for instance, M. Dupin 
is 82, M. Berryer is 76, M. Guizot is 75,” ete.

edition, the facts connected with its preparation 
constitute an interesting chapter in literary history. 
The connection of the Messrs. Merriam with the work 
began with the third edition, of 1847, which was 
revised and prepared by Professor Goodrich, with 
the assistance of other competent hands.

Wixtnrop Mackwortu Praep.—The first complete 
collection of Praed’s Poems, edited with a biography 
by the Rev. Derwent Coleridge, has just appeared 
in London, and will be immediately reprinted by 
Mr. W. J. Widdleton. New York. In this edition, 
the imitative poems by Mr. Fitzgerald, whose signa- 
ture (the Greek phi) was often mistaken for the 
initial letter of Praed’s name, are excluded. They 
were improperly included by the Boston editor of 
the second American edition of Praed, but generally 
omitted by Rufus W. Griswold, who got up the 
first edition. At the same time, Dr. Griswold ad- 
mitted some pieces which were not Praed’s—no- 
tably “Time’s Changes,” contributed to “ Black- 
wood’s Magazine” by “Delta” (D. M. Moir) in 
August, 1826. In the new edition some of Praed’s 
earliest poems, written when he was in his fourteenth 
year, are given, and show surprising and precocious 
ability. 
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Appison’s “ SpecTator” Manuscriprs.—Mr. James 
Dykes Campbell, a Scottish gentleman, has pub. 
lished, at Glasgow, a small volume (pp. 56, quarto), 
entitled “Some Portions of Essays contributed to 
the Spectator by Mr. Joseph Addison; now first 
printed from his MS. Note Book.” The “ Reader” 
says: “Mr. Campbell purchased from a London 
dealer, in 1858, an old calf-bound octavo volume of 
manuscript, the history of which he could not trace, 
but which he has ascertained to be the note-book 
containing the original drafts of some of Addison’s 
Essays in the ‘Spectator.’ Several of the first 
leaves had been torn out; but there remained a 
portion of the celebrated Essay on Imagination, and 
the Essays on Jealousy and Fame. Three hand- 


| writings were distinguishable in the volume—first, 


a very neat, round, print-like handwriting (but 
whether believed to be Addison’s own or that of an 
amanuensis or copyist is not stated), giving the 
first draft of the Essays, as if for press, contina- 
ously on one side of the leaf; secondly, another 
handwriting (indubitably Addison’s own ordinary 
hand), making interlinear corrections in the afore. 
said draft, and also additions on the blank pages 
opposite ; and, thirdly, an unascertained handwrit- 
ing (certainly not Addison’s), appearing only here 
and there. Pereriving that the correetions and ad- 
ditions in the second handwriting were important— 
that, in fact, they exhibited Addison in the act of 
revising and improving his Essays—Mr. Campbell 
thought it might be worth while to print portions 
of the Essays in such a manner as to make clear to 
the eye the nature and extent of these alterations 
of the first text. Hence the present publication, 
It seems to be purely a labor of love, or of biblio- 
graphic zeal. Only 250 copies have been printed, 
and these are printed in the most luxurions style, 
at the Editor’s expense, on fine thick paper, and 
with broad margins to the pages. Fac-similes of 
the three handwritings are given; and various ty- 
pographical devices—of italics, brackets, &e —are 
adopted to show how Addison’s interlineations and 
additions affected the first text.”” The manuscript, 
in which there are numerous corrections, shows 
with what labor Addison literally built up his 
smooth “Spectator” essays, which are such easy 
reading. In this he resembled Milton, Shelley, Dr. 
Buckland, Thomas Moore, Thomas Campbell, Irv- 
ing, and, indeed, very many of the best English 
writers. What is worth doing at all is worth doing 
well. 

AvTHorsuiP In GERMANY.—It appears, from a book 
lately published in Berlin, and compiled from off- 
cial documents belonging to the Direction of the 
Stage department there, that Schiller was paid less 
than $100 each for “ Maria Stuart,” the “Jungfrau

Dr. Anderson’s volume is stated to be the result 
of forty years’ correspondence with the Missionaries 
of these islands, and of four months’ sojourn there 
himself. The first six chapters are mainly occupied 
with an historical sketch ; the six following chapters 
narrate the events of his own tour; five chapters are 
then devoted to an account of the people of the 
islands ; two to their ecclesiastical development ; 
two to a statement of the operations of other mis- 
sions ; and three toa discussion of the present posi- 
tion of the people. An appendix contains some 
pertinent missionary documents, and numerous 
illustrations are interspersed throughout the text. 
The progress of the work of Protestant Missions in 
the islands is very fully traced, and all who are in- 
terested in the subject will doubtless find here the 
Jatest information in print. 

Crusoe’s Island, a Ramble in the Footsteps of Alexan- 
der Sell. irk, with Sketches of Adventure in Califor- 
nia and Washoe.

The Commentaries of Dr. Jacobus on the Histori- 
eal Books of the New Testament are well known 
and have been widely circulated. The author pro- 
poses a further series, and he begins with the Book 
of Genesis. The present volume comes down tothe 
close of the seventeenth chapter, and another vol- 
ume, finishing the book, will be soon issued. The 
comment has been framed, as the author states, 
with an eye to “the recent efforts of a specious in- 
fidelity, burrowing at the gateway of Revelation to 
undermine, if possible, the foundations of Seriptu- 
ral truth.” We are further told that “the various 
questions broached hereabouts have been carefully 
treated in this volume without parading the names 
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| of the cavillers or their works, but by a simple ex. 


hibition of the subjects, such as may serve to ap- 
swer the inquiries of multitudes, and to place in 
their hands the materials for putting to silence the 
ignorance of foolish men.” There is certainly an 
air of self-confidence in this language. The volume 
will doubtless attract the attention of students and 
readers of Scripture. We observe that the author 
adheres pertinaciously to the literal twenty-four 
hour theory of the creative days.
